So far as we are aware, the objections 
taken by the chemists have not yet been 
submitted to, much less considered by, the Direc- 
tor of the Sanitary Administration. Moreover, 
as all the previous regulations have had to be 
laid before the General Assembly of the Mixed 
Court of Appeal, it would seem to follow that 
any modification of them will have to be sanoc- 
tioned by that body previous to their acquiring 
the force of law. Imagine, then, the surprise 
that must have been generally felt upon learn- 


‘ing that all persons desiring to obtain an 


authorisation to sell drugs and poisonous 
substances are required .to.comply with 
certain provisions, as to registers, labels, 
renewal of licenses, atid examination, of the 
Decree of December 15, 1904! Surely this 
precipitancy, especially when’. contrasted with 
the lethargy gnd apathy of former years, is quite 
inexplicable. ‘T'o insist upon compliance with 

regulations which are presumably not yet draft- 

ed, and before the observations of the chemists 

have been received, considered, and, in case of 

acquiescence, incorporated with the new regula- 

tions, and before the new regulations,~ with 

such alterations as may have been deemed 

advisable by the Director of the Sanitary Ad: 

ministration and the Ministry of the Interior, 

have received the assent of the Mixed Court 
of Appeal, seems to us a piece of arbitrariness 

which it would be hard to match.

A MOOT POINT. 


The decision, reportedin our colttmns to-day, 
in the case recently heard by the Supreme 
Consular Court at Alexandria, is most interest- 
ing from many points, more especially from that 
of insurance for merchants, as many may be 
under the impression that they are entitled to 
receive contribution by general average for 
any of their cargo shipped on deck which 
might be jettisoned. Such, according to the 
decision referred to, is not the case. Goods 
carried on deck tend to embarrass the naviga- 
tion of the steamer. If thrown overboard, they 
have no claim to contribution in general aver- 
age. ‘The reason why relief by general contribu- 
tion is denied to owners of goods stowed on 
deck, when these are thrown overboard in 
order to save the cargo, when under hatches, 
is quite obvious. According to the rules of 
Maritime Law, the placing of goods upon the 
deck is improper stowage, whereby they are a 
hindrance to the safe navigation of the 
steamer, and their jettison is, therefore, re 
garded in the question with the other shippers 
of cargo as a justifiable riddance of encuni- 
brance, which ought never to have been there, 
and not as the sacrifice for the common safety. 
Deck cargo is shipped by the knowledge of the 
owner and his underwriter (if he be insured) 
and not necessarily known to anyone who is 
shipping goods under deck. Therefore, if the

DELTA-HELOUAN RAILWAY 
| FUSION. 


AWAITING GOVERNMENT SANoTION, 
‘The two ‘companies concerned are only 
awaiting the formal official sanction of the 
Egyptian Government to the amalgamation, 
Which has already been accepted by the share- 
holders on both sides, for the Delta Light 
Railway to commence to take over the lines 
of the Cairo-Helouan Railway. In the mean- 
while, we learn that the directors of the former 
dompany have asked for a prolongation of the 
concession granted to the latter for fifty years, 
dating from Ist November, 1889, and author- 
ised by Khedivial Decree of the 7th April, 
1890. The concession of the Delta Light 
Railway, on the other hand, was for seventy 
years, of which four years have expired, and 
they now ask that that of the Cairo-Helouan 
Railway should be extended to ran concur- 
rently for the remaining full term of 66 years, 


QUESTION OF ELECTRIFICATION, 

It is rumoured that it is the intention of 
the Government to make the granting of this 
prolongation conditional on the electrification 
of the line between Cairo and Helouan, but we 
have been unable to obtain a confirmation of 
the rumour; We may, however, mention that 
the majority of the inhabitants of Helouan 
are greatly averse to any change in the present 
mode of traction as it would not serve any 
useful purpose, since, judging from the results 
obtained by the Alexandria and Ramleh com- 
pany, there would be no saving of. time, On 
the contrary, the express trains: now running 
‘on the Cairo-Helouan line now do the whole 
distance of 19 milesin just 30 minutes, with 
one stoppage at ‘Tourah. We consider that 
it would be far better to inaugurate a more 
frequent service of fast trains and to improve 
the permanent way and stations. The former 
sadly requires improving to do away with the’ 
jolting passengers now complain of; 

#@ THE RATE OF RECEIPTS, 

‘The rate of receipts on the showing of the 
average of the past four years is sufficient to 
provide a dividend of 64% on the share 
capital, after allowing for debenture interest 
and the sinking fund on share and debenture 
capital, but with the amalgamation of the two 
lines and the great economies that will be 
effected thereby, it is expedted that’ in future 
this rate will be considerably increased, and 
this is clearly demonstrated by the rise in the 
pe. of the shares of the Helouan line, which 
stood at about £19 before the fusion and are 
now quoted at £27, — : 


THE STONE QUARRIES. . 

It must also be borne in mind, in this con- 
nection, that the Delta company recently 
obtained an important concession for lines to 
the extensive stone quarries situated to the 
east of Cairo. The acquisition of the Helouan 
line will give the other company access to 
quarries furnishing another stone very much 
used ; will enable it to work the stone deposits 
with much greater economy; and, as the 
Delta has already access to the basalt and 
other quarries at Abou Zaabel, it will bein a 
position to supply not only the Metropolis but 
the whole of the Delta provinces with a large 
variety of excellent building stone, which, it is 
anticipated, will, with time, become a most im- 
portant traffic. With the constantly increas- 
ing and large building operations going on in 
all directions in the Capital and improving 
facilities for obtaining stone so near, its use 
must necessarily rapidly and largely increase. 


DOUBLING OF LINE. 


The Delta intend, as we .mentionéd in a 
former article, to double about 12 miles of the 
main line to Helouan, and as they also contem- 
plate smartening up and improving the 
stations and train service, as we said above, 
these alterations should no doubt increase the 
popularity of Helouan not only for the tourist 
element but likewise as a suburban residence.

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EGYPTIAN MINING. 


CAPT, OXLEY INTERVIEWED. 


ow 


(From our own Corrrsponpenr). 


Assouan, November 4. 


Cipt. J. E. Oxléy returned to Assouan on 
the 2nd inst., after having been about two 
months in the desort, where, together with 
Mr. Wells, Inspector of Mines, he has been 
going over the different leases which Mr. @. 0. 
Haig proposes taking up. 

In the course of an interview I had with 
him, Capt. Oxley ‘stated he had gone over 
with Mr. Wells the following concessions, viz., 
the Hegatte Concession, of 5,000 sq. miles in 
extent, situated between the 22nd and 23rd 
parallel of latitude ; the Tebel Elba Concession, 
of about 2,000 sq. miles in extent, adjoining 
the former; the Um Eleagha and Betaan Con- 
cession, of about 7,000 sq. miles in extent, 
situated between the 23rd and 24th parallels 
of latitude bordering on the Red Sea coast, 
and had marked out in all forty-four leases 
from the above three concessions. 

Capt. Oxley left Assouan on the 9th Septem-

CRUELTY TO ANIMALS 
IN EGYPT. 
AN APPEAL TO: EUROPE, 

“Traveller” writes as follows to the Editor 
of the New York Herald (Paris):—. 

To the traveller from humaner countries the 
sufferings of the animals in the East brings 
unspeakable almost hopeless sadness. The 
starved condition of the Eastern dogs applies 
as well to the draught-donkeys of Egypt. In 
most cases it seems as if they were a slow 
moving machine. The skin drawn over the 
bones, as the result of the long hardships 
endured by them and their long line of 
predecessors; their entire being resolving itself 
into. semi-conscious endurance as they move 
automatically along in front of their thought- 
less, unyielding,masters, I saw but little active 
cruelty towards them, but while the Arab 
understands that he must feed his camel, the 
stern endurance of the donkey makes it that 
he will work as long as breath is in him. 

The carriage horses in Cairo are driven by 
natives—to whom a few lessons in driving 
would be a regular god-send and would save 
many & poor animal, now smarting under the 
lash because so badly managed and badly fed 
as well. 

There are branch Humane Societies in Cairo 
and Luxor, each having a small infirmary 
where the poor natives can take their lame- 
backed animals to be treated and rested free of 
charge. But the societies sadly need pecuniary 
aid if effective work is to be done— and 
American and English visitors may well re- 
member how urgent the need. 

Let us be stingy to each other if need be, 
but not to the poor animals without whose 
services life would be well nigh impossible ; 
and therefore let us not begrudge the Society 
that help which alone can enable them to give 
the surveillance which means the assurance ot 
proper food and decent care for these hard- 
worked, neglected dumb creatures, 


In an editorial note the Herald says :— 
Many of the Herald’s readers will be touched 
by the letter of “Traveller,” which is published 
in the Open Tribune this morning. It is an 
appeal for funds to facilitate the work of 
humane societies in Cairo and Luxor, where 
small infirmaries have been established for in- 
jured and ailing animals. Here the natives’ 
overworked and underfed beasts of burthen are 
treated by experienced veterinaries free of 
charge. Itis a tribute to the cosmopolitan 
influence of the Herald that such an appeal 
should be addressed to it. For more than one 
reason the letter merits attention. The 
merciful man is merciful not only to his beasts 
but also to his fellows. Those, therefore, who 
strive to propagate sentiments of kindliness to- 
wards animals are building better than ap- 
pears on the surface—they are educating the 
human race in gentleness and consideration 
for the inabilities of the weakly or the infirm,

SUPREME CONSULAR COURT. 
IMPORTANT COMMERCIAL CASE. 


A special case of considerable importance, 
owing to the maritime commercial points raised, 
has come before H.M.’s Supreme Consular Court 
for the Ottoman Dominions at Alexandria. The 
plaintiffs were Messrs. Hadji Adam Siddik 
and Oo., merchants, of Aden, and the defend- 
ants were Messrs. OC. R. Robinsbnand Co., agents 
of the Khedivial Line, Jeddah. The éase was 
heard in, the Consular Court at Jeddah on 
July 11th last before the acting British Consul, | 
Mohamed Hassain. Judgment was reserved in 
order to take the opinion of the Supreme Con- 
sular-Court on the two points submitted in the 
special case. The case was heard before Judge 
de Sausmarez on Thursday last. Mr. Briscoe 
represented the shipping company, with the 
assistance of Mr. W. F. Sarjeant, .assistant- 
manager of the Khedivial Mail Line and 
Graving Dock Company, Limited. 

The facts were as follows: — The 
plaintiffs shipped 500 cases of petroleum 
for self at Jeddah by the 8.S. Mahallah, of 
the Khedivial Mail Line, on the 20th 
February last. On the bill of lading of these 
cases it was noted “cases and tins in bad 
condition and leaking, ship is not respon- 
sible for same.” It was proved that these 


cases were, part of the cargo of 1,781 cases |. 


of Kerosine oil, shipped from Suakin for 
Aden, and that the cases were in bad condi- 
tion and leaking when shipped at Suakin, 
It was pleaded that the shipowners were 
not responsible for the loss of the cargo 
through the leakage, etc., as it was specially 
mentioned on the bill of lading in writing. 
The evidence produced before the Court at 
Jeddah clearly proved that the petroleum 
cases in question, when shipped, were badly 
leaking. From the copy of the log-book of 
the $.8. MJahallah it appears that on the 
20th and 2ist Februarf, when 16 and 3 
cases of petroleum were thrown -overboard, 
due to excessive leakage, there was a mor 
derate breeze and sea, but on the 25th February, 
when 25 cases were thrown overboard, the 
weather was stormy. The plaintiffs’ claim was 
for 37 cases thus thrown overboard by the 
master of the ship. The opinion of the Jeddah 
Court was that, taking into consideration all 
the circumstances, the shippers could only 
claim for the empty cases, if anything, and 
that the master of the ship was right in throw- 
ing Over the cases of petroleum, which were 
badly leaking and soaking the ship’s wooden 
decks, thus endangering her safety. ‘The Court 
therefore dismissed the claim and ordered the 
plaintiffs to bear all the costs of the suit, sub- 
ject to the decision of the Supreme Consular 
Court. ; 

The questions submitted for the opinion of 
the Supreme Consular Court were ;— - 

I. Whether the captain was right or justi- 
fied in throwing overboard the said cases of 
petroleum, ane 

Il. Whether it was necessary to claim a 
general average for the loss of these 37 cases 
of petroleum, 

The Supreme Consular Court answered the 
former question affirmatively and the latter 
negatively, that is, both questions in favour of 
the defendants.

He is 
an authority on irrigation works, irrigation, 
agriculture, and education, while the extent 
of his knowledge of veterinary matters is best 
known to his friends. That he is a strong man 
every one knows. He gives his opinion with the 
definite assurance of one who knows and he 
changes his opinion when necessary to do so— 
two characteristics of a strongman. The sla- 
vish adherence to an opinion expressed, and 
refusal to listen to argument, are evidences of 


weakness which are not shown by Sir William. | 


I think enough has been said to show that 
to direct such a department as that suggested 
by “Child of the Nile Valley” Sir William 
Willcocks is tte only possible selection. ‘The 
possible directors suggested by “Child of the 
Nile Valley” are probably unwilling to leave | 
the large companies they manage so efficiently, 
and where they earn so much more than the 
salary of an Under Secretary of State. I am 
under the impression the company directed by 
Sir William shortly comes to an end. If this is 
so, then his services might berequisitioned, and 
I feel sure Sir William, who is ‘a child ‘of the 
Nile Valley himself, would willingly sacrifice ' 
filthy lucre for the honour and glory of guid- 
ing the destinies of Egyptian Agriculture to 
that splendid future which all of us anticipate | 
for it.
